We meditate to know God, we| 
contemplate to love God ; when þ 
God himſelf had feen the things 
li created in ſeveral peeces, he ſaid, 
|| \Fhey were good : | 
But when he conſidered the uni- 
verie, as it were in Contemplation, 
then he ſaid, Lo, they were ex- 
ceeding good. .For Meditation 
con{iders her objeRs peece by peece, 
| but Contemplatiou ſummes them all 

cogether | 
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rogether, and ſees, as in a plaſſe, 
all the ſeveral beauties of Meditati- 
ons Objects. 

Meditation is with a man, as he 
that ſmells the Violet, the Roſe, 
the Jeſſamie, and the Orange flow- 
ers dividually, (My Meditations of 
the Lord are ſweet of themſelves , 
ſaith David) but Contemplation 
is a water compounded of them all, 

This is more elegantly denoted 
in thc Canticler, where the Spouſe 
plaits up her haire, truſiing icupin 
one knot, to ſhew that we ſhould} * 
not diffuſe our thoughts into vas | 
riety of conſiderations, but recol-\ 
le& them into one by Contempla- 
tion, Herewith a mans foule being 
once affected, hardly ſhall he ob- 
tain leave of his thoughts to return 
again to employments,

weary of the world, deſiring to be 
diſſolved, cried out, (woce tames 
defiderantis, non deſperantiz, as one 
deſiring rather then deſpairing,) 0 
wretched man that 1 am, who ſhall de- 
liver me from this body of death ! 

There be many that chooſe ra- 
ther to die quickly, then to live 
long ſickly : Vitam arfiderant non 
longam, {ed letam ; they deſire not a 
long life, but a merry; yet betcer 
were it for them, aliquando egrotare, 
ro be ſick ſometimes, then continue 
valere, to bealwayes in health. For 
vitioſa ſanitas, a wicked health will 
make them thank Nature and for+ 
get God, 

Some on the other ſide will in- 
vite Death to do them the kind- 
neſle to take them ſoon out of the 
world; counting a ſhort death the 
happieſt paſſage of a mans life ; yet 
a little while, and he that ſhall 
come, will come, and will not tarry.

Seldome any enter into glory 
with eaſe: Yet the Jewes ſay of 140- 
ſer, his ſoule was ſucked out of his 
mouth with a kiſſe : ſome havetheir|.

cauſe it is inward : ſome before 
death, that is better, becaule it is 
outward. |
